What could have erupted into potentially explosive con¬ 
frontation ended up being a functional meeting-of-the-minds 
Thursday night at the Senior Center when the topic of historic 
preservation was brought up during the Homeowner Resi¬ 
dence Association meeting. 

The Cultural Heritage Commission and a group of residents 
called the “Citizens Advisory Group” led residents in debat¬ 
ing about the draft of an ordinance that would preserve his¬ 
torical buildings and residences in Sierra Madre that were 50 
years or older. 

Sierra Madre residents and others came out in full force to 
voice their opinions, both pro and con, regarding the possible 
adaptation of the Historic Preservation ordinance in the city. 

If the ordinance were to pass, some members of the audi¬ 
ence worried that they may have to consult the city council 
and planning commissions if they plan to make alterations on 
their property. 

Glen Lambden, who is part of the Citizens Advisory group, 
spoke out on behalf of the group and what his worries were. 

“I’m not against historical preservation by any means,” he 
said. “The issue from my point is about homeowner’s rights, 
about property rights and it’s about a group of seven commis¬ 
sioners who are trying to make a point to reduce our rights as 
homeowners.” 

Barbara Hester, a member of the Cultural Heritage Com¬ 
mission, said that the commission does not make the decision 
regarding whether the ordinance passes or not; it will be up 
to the city council. 

“The commission does not make the decisions,” she said, 
“The commission reviews the draft and makes recommenda¬ 
tions to the city council, who makes all the decisions ct a public 
hearing.”

Free Federal and State income tax help is being offered through a vol¬ 
unteer program sponsored by the American Association of Retired Per¬ 
sons (A ARP).

Tax Board and the Internal Revenue Service. Volunteers can handle most 
of the problems involved in filling out returns. 

Taxpayers who want free help should bring the tax instruction book¬ 
lets and forms the received in the mail, records of income and deduc¬ 
tions, including forms W-2 and W-24, statements showing interest and 
dividends and other pertinent records. 

This program was initiated to increase the availability of service to 
people with moderate or low income.

the ordinance’s draft. 

The 17-page draft, which 
was presented on Nov. 13, 
1995, included that the ordi¬ 
nance would protect Sierra 
Madre’s cultural heritage and 
a reflection of its architectural 
history. 

Some of the worries that 
the Citizen Advisory Group 
alerted the commission with 
was the language that was 
used to define some of the cri¬ 
teria that could be used to en¬ 
force the historic preservation 
ordinance. 

One such worry that some 
residents who attended the 
meeting had was what would 
be defined as an alteration of 
a physical feature in the 
property. 

Another worry was that 
anyone could “nominate” a 
property as a cultural re¬ 
source, and that, if the nomi¬ 
nation was accepted, the 
property owner could do 
nothing about it. 

Some felt that the ordi¬ 
nance would give the Cul¬ 
tural Heritage Commission a 
certain amount of power that 
would render home owners 
helpless. 


Robert Proctor, Cultural 
Heritage Commission mem¬ 
ber, reminded the audience 
that the draft was just such, 
and he pointed out examples. 

“The old ordinance is 
where we are now and the 
question where do we go 
from here does not say any¬ 
thing about what the rights of 
the property pwner are,” 
Proctor explained to the audi¬ 
ence. “It says once the desig¬ 
nation is made and the city 
council puts the property on 
the list, then the property 
owner is notified. I think 
that’s a terrible way to do it. 

“If what we have now 
wasn’t well done or quite 
right in the procedures 
weren’t adequately set out...I 
want to (jeal with something 
that makes sense. We need to 
discuss the changes in a con¬ 
structive way and see if we 
can come up with something 
that makes sense.” 

After the meeting, both 
parties felt that although there 
needs to be work done to 
reach some sort of compro¬ 
mise, it was a good way to air 
out what differences there 
were and what changes need 
to be made. 


“I think we made a lot of 
progress on both sides,” 
Lambden said. “I think there 
were a lot of issues that 
homeowners weren’t aware 
of that were brought to light. 
Some of the real important 
and real critical issues that 
relate to restricting their 
rights.” 

“I think at the end of the 
meeting, there was a much 
better spirit of some under¬ 
standing and cooperation that 
what it started with,” Proctor 
said, “and the realization that 
this is not a finished product, 
but rather is evolving, and it’s 
only going to evolve by lis¬ 
tening to everybody and find¬ 
ing some constructive input.” 

“I think that the Cultural 
Heritage Commission 
learned that the people wish 
to preserve their property 
rights,” said Kathleen Roach, 
a member of the 

Citizens Advisory Com¬ 
mittee. “Very few people 
knew that this ordinance was 
being proposed and we’re 
trying to get people to make 
up their own mind by reading 
the ordinance and getting in¬ 
volved.”

C.S. Lewis was probably best known for writing children s 
books such as the Namia Chronicles and most recently was 
the subject of the popular movie, “Shadowlands.” He was also 
known for the philosophies that he believed in, which delved 
into the worlds of religion.

the dealing with loss, what you lose in the film is a sense of 
the weight and the worth of his achievements. It also 
downplays the struggle he had to achieve. 

Another one of the film’s downfalls was that they did not 
portray the intellectual side of Lewis, where Swift called the 
author, “one of the geniuses of our time.” 

Swift said that Lewis has written over 50 books and over 
200 short pieces, ranging in topics from critical essays, his- | 
tory, religious, theory, philosophy, and culture. 

He also praised the simplicity of Lewis’ writing. 

“He writes in a language and a prose that is acceptable to 
people,” Swift said. “You can understand what he’s trying to 
say. He draws illustrations as he writes that people relate to 
because he’s so firmly grounded in the commonplace.’ 

Swift, who also serves as a principal and teacher at Cal¬ 
vary Christian school in Pasadena, especially likes Lewis’ 
philosophy on what “the real world” is supposed to be like. 

“Working in a Christian school, sometimes I hear, ‘Well, 
are you really preparing your children for the real world?”’ 
Swift said, “and what they mean is the world we see out here 
where you have to fight hard to retain their place and you may 
have to be unscrupulous in some ways just to succeed. 

“When C.S. Lewis talks about the real world, and what his 
writings point to, it isn’t that at all. What he’s pointing to is to 
heaven. He would say we’re living in the shadowlands here. 
When we saw those beautiful days, where everything is so 
sparkling bright, he would say this is just a shadow of what 
it’s going to be like when we go to heaven.”

F or the eighth consecu¬ 
tive year, Arcadia High 
Sch(H)l will represent South¬ 
ern California in a state-wide 
academic competition known 
as “We The People: the Citi¬ 
zen and the Constitution.” 

A group of 27 Arcadia 
High seniors, all students in 
teacher Ron Morris’ ad¬ 
vanced placement govern¬ 
ment class, have already won 
district and regional competi¬ 
tions to advance to the state 
finals Feb. 7-9 in Sacramento.

SAN MARINO, CA-The i 
Shakespeare Association of 
America, in collaboration 
with the International 
Shakespeare Association, 
will hold a World Congress in 
Los Angeles in April of 1996. 

In honor of this event, a spe¬ 
cial exhibition of unique 
drawings illustrating 
Shakespeare’s plays is being 
mounted by The Huntington 
Library. Drawings and Prints 
From the Turner Shakespeare 
opens Februrxy 13,1996, and 
continues through May 12, 

1996. in the Library Exhibi¬ 
tion Hall at The Huntington. 

The drawings and prints 
on view in the exhibition 
were collected by an English¬ 
man named Thomas Turner, 
primarily during the 1830s. 
Turner had these images 
mounted and bound into an 
1802 edition of 

Shakespeare’s plays, in a pro¬ 
cess called “extra-illustra¬ 
tion.” The Turner 

Shakespeare, as it is known, 
was expanded to forty-four 
elephant folios by this addi¬ 
tion of over 700 drawings and 
about 3,000 prints. The set is 
one of the Jewels in the rich 
treasury of extra-illustrated 
books in the Huntington 
Library’s collection. Several 
of the bound volumes will be 
displayed in the exhibition, in 
addition to a selection of the 
individual images. 

The drawings and prints 
collected by Turner were pro¬ 
duced by a wide range of art¬ 
ists active in England be¬ 
tween 1740, when the first 
artistically important illus¬ 
trated edition of 
Shakespeare’s plays ap¬ 
peared, and 1840. A number 
of the drawings were prelimi¬ 
nary studies for prints that 
would adorn the many edi¬ 
tions of Shakespeare’s plays 
that appeared in England dur¬ 
ing tharpCriod. Among the

The not entirely gentle 
pastime of extra-illustrating 
books enjoyed great popular¬ 
ity in Great Britain and the 
United States from the mid¬ 
eighteenth century to the 
early twentieth. The idea was 
to start with a book of particu¬ 
lar interest. It might be on al¬ 
most any subject; among 
the most frequent choices 
were biography, history, 
travel, Shakespeare, and the 
Bible. Works of art on paper 
were gathered together to 
serve as appropriate “extra” 
illustrations to the text. These 
works were mostly prints, 
less frequently drawings, and 
occasionally, after the mid¬ 
nineteenth century, photo¬ 
graphs. Illustrations were 
mounted on sheets of the 
same size as the pages of the 
text. The book was then taken 
out of its binding, the extra- 
illusu-ations were interleaved 
at appropriate places, and the 
whole was rebound, often 
expanding in the process to 
several volumes rather than 
the one or two with which the 
operation started. 

There was great rivalry 
among collectors to produce 
the most elaborate set of any 
given book, and there was 
brisk competition for the il¬ 
lustrative material. Many 
such earlier books were sum¬ 
marily dismembered to yield 
the illustrations they con¬ 
tained, and the price of such 
material escalated enor¬ 
mously. By the end of the 
eighteenth century, enter¬ 
prising artists and 
printmakers were actively 
; creating or reproducing ma- 
- terial to fuel the extra-illus-

The Huntington Library’s ( 
founder, Henry Huntington 
(1850-1927) was fascinated 
by extra-illustrated books, 
and his library contains one of 
the largest, most distin¬ 
guished and comprehensive 
collections in existence. The 
current exhibition, in addition 
to displaying a number of se¬ 
lected illustrations from the 
Turner Shakespeare, will also 
provide visitors an opportu¬ 
nity to see at first hand several 
beautifully bound volumes 
from this particularly impres¬ 
sive extraillustraled set. 

Etchings by British artists 
of the late nineteenth and 
early twentieth centuries will 
be on view in an exhibition 
entitled “The Etching Revival 
in Britain: Selections from 
the Russel I. Kully 
Collection,’’opening Febru¬ 
ary 13 and continuing 
through June 2, 1996, at the 
Huntington Library, Art Col¬ 
lections, and Botanical Gar¬ 
dens. 

The exhibit is drawn from 
a collection of works donated 
to The Huntington in 1995 by 
Mr. Kully, a member of The 
Huntington’s Board of Over¬ 
seers. The collection com¬ 
prises over one hundred fine 
art prints and related draw¬ 
ings by leading artists in 
Britain’s etching revival. 
Approximately 50 of these 
works will be shown in the 
exhibition. 

One of the most important 
developments in the history 
of British graphic arts, the 
Etching Revival at the turn of 
this century brought to the 
fore an amazing group of 
painter-etchers whose techni¬ 
cal virtuosity received inter¬ 
national recognition. Their 
subject matter ranged from 
landscape to architecture, 
from portraiture to genre, 
from depictions of World 
Wltr I to interpretations of 
urban progress. The tonal 
subtleties they achieved 
through their experimenta¬ 
tion with different papers and 
inks resulted in emotionally 
charged and, at times, spiritu¬ 
ally evocative images of great 


delicacy and beauty. 

Because of the traditional 
nature of their subject matter 
and the representational qual¬ 
ity of their works, apprecia¬ 
tion of these artists waned in 
the years following World 
War 11. This exhibition will 
help reassess the significant 
contributions these artists 
made to the history of British 
graphic arts of the late nine¬ 
teenth and early twentieth 
centuries. 

Among the artists featured 
in the exhibit will be Sir 
Francis Seymour Haden 
(1818-1910). one of the pro¬ 
genitors of the Etching Re¬ 
vival. A doctor as well as an 
artist, Haden was noted for 
his innovative working on 
plates directly from nature. 
Haden was the brother-in- 
law of James McNeil Whis¬ 
tler, whose work will also 
be on view. Whistler him¬ 
self became one of the great 
master etchers and a major 
influence on the next gen¬ 
eration of artists, such as D. 
Y. Cameron. James McBey, 
and Muirhead Bone, to 
name a few. 

Other artists represented 
in the show include Paul 
Drury, Frederick Griggs, 
Graham Sutherland, and 
Robin Tanner. In their explo¬ 
ration of a pastoral imagery, 
these artists allude to the 
graphic tradition established 
in the early nineteenth cen¬ 
tury by Samuel Palmer and 
William Blake, artists whose 
works are already well repre¬ 
sented in the Huntington’s 
collection.
